Group Considers 
Soil Bank Plan 

The Gay-- West Farm Forum 
met on. Nov. 26, nt the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Wesley Knight of 
the Carmangay district. 

The radio broadcast which dealt 
with the U.S. Coil Bank Idea was 
heard and was then talked over 
by the meeting. 

It was believed at the meeting 
that it may be beneficial to West¬ 
ern Canada grain producers if pay¬ 
ments were adequate and period 
was long enough to put a portion 
of our land into grass or legumes 
and allow them to rot and thus 
build up the soil. 

There are other ways of looking 
at this matter too. It is :i well- 
known fact in Western Canada 
that there is a world wheat sur¬ 
plus. In our country this^ was 
brought about only by one factor 
and that is favorable climate con¬ 
ditions that have given Canada 
far above average crops for the 
last six years. Certainly the 
government, the price ot wheal, 
and the marketing have not tended 
to make producing attractive, as 
has been the situation in the U.S.A. 

The U.S.A. has adopted the soil 
plan to try to cut down their sur¬ 
plus and are of the opinion that 
other wheat exporting countries 
should do likewise. Maybe we in 
Canada should have been cutting 
acreage but have still been getting 
bushels of nature tended to cut 
surpluses, the surplus could soon 
be history. 

A great many farmers have no 
surplus «(rain; maybe they would 
be reluctant to pay the ones that 
have, through the Federal 
treasury, to cut down on wheat 
acreage. 

The Forum brought up the 
question of County road mainten¬ 
ance and operation. The subject 
was tabled till next meeting.

2. What age groups are candi¬ 
dates (or poliomyelitis vaccine? 

Children, adolescents, and young 
adults are the most likely candi¬ 
dates on the basis o( susceptibility. 

On ti>e other hand, immunization 
of infants as young as six months 
of ago is oelieved practical be¬ 
cause, by that time, the immune 
mechanism is thought to be ma¬ 
tured enough to respond ef¬ 
fectively to a vaccine. It is also 
believed that “inherited” anti¬ 
bodies have disappeared at this 
age or have diminished so that 
whatever blocking effect they may 
have is no longer a problem, Ail 
infants should be given the vac¬ 
cine before the age of two years. 

It is recognized that poliomye¬ 
litis may occur as late as sixty 
years of age. 

Based on data from the United 
States National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, the percentage 
incidence of poliomyelitis by tge 
groups is as follows:

5 to 9 27.3

It is of interest that the in¬ 
cidence among people over twenty 
years of age has been increasing 
since 1944. 

3. Should poliomyelitis vaccine 
be given during pregnancy? 

Because of the increased severity 
of the disease during pregnancy, 
routine immunization should be 
carried out in all women whose 
period of gestation extends into 
the poliomyelitis season. 

4. Are there any contraindica¬ 
tions to the use of poliomyelitis 
saccine? 

The only contraindication is that 
the vaccine should not be given 
during acute illness; this is the 
case with any other immunizing 
bioligical. 

5. Should vaccine lw> given to 
individuals who have recovered 
from poliomyelitis? 

Yes. Recovery from infection by 
one type of virus does not protect 
against subsequent infection by 
other types; .therefore, such in¬ 
dividuals should be considered for 
immunization. 

6. How soon after immuniza¬ 
tion does antibody response occur? 

Detectable antibodyies (1:4 or 
more) are found in the blood with¬ 
in two weeks following the first 
dose. The second dose, given from 
two to six weeks later, produces 
another comparable rise which be¬ 
comes maxi, n um in about two 
week*.' 

A third dose administered seven 
to ten months later then causes a 
rapid and high rise in antibody 
liter within nine days. The high 
levels are comparable to those at¬ 
tained during recovery Irom 
naturally acquired infection. 

If the third dose is given less 
than seven months after the 
second dose, as used in the 1954 
field trial, it has little, effect. 

7. How long will the immunity 
last. 

Primary immunity from the first 
two injections is temporary. The 
high ' immunity afforded by the 
third dose seven or more months 
after the second can be expected 
to last several years, and it has 
been suggested that the .prefect ion 
may be life-long.
